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RAGEDY AT 
BUON HILL! 


SUICIDE, 
NO CAUSE ASSIGNED FOR THE RASH ACT, 
CORONER’S INQUEST. 


PARTICULARS. 


Wednesday morning the unusualiy 
quiet village of Boon Hill, Johnson 
county, about thirty miles from this city 
on the North Czrolina Railroad, was 
thrown into a most violent and frenzied 
excitement by the startling announce- 
ment that an estimable young married 
lady of the village had taken her life 


with her own hands. The tact of the 
high social position of the lady, and 
that of her husband, together with the 
fact that thefe was no apparent cause 
for the sad act, only heightened and in- 
creased the excitement. 

The circumstances attending the 
melancholy affair, as gleaned by the 
News reporter during the few minutes 
that the train remained at the Depot 
yesterday morning, are as follows: 

The unfortunate lady was Rachacl 
Perry, the wife of R. B. Perry., Esq. a 
prominent young merchant of Boon 
Hill. She was the daughter of Mr. 
Herring a highly respectable and influ- 
ential citizen of Lagrange, o small town 
on the Atlantic and North Carolita Rail 
Road, and was married to Mr. Perry 
about three taonths ago. The marriage 
was said to be a happy one. Mr. Perry, 
the member of a large and influential 
family of Johnson, was not only 


young man of fire business 
capacity and habits, but strict- 
ly sober and deservedly popular 


in his section. The yourg couple after 
their marriage were comfortably settled 
in the village, and both seemed happy 
and contented. Every wish of the 
young wife was gratified by the gene- 
rous and lavishing hand of her devoted 
husband, even the household cares of 
the small family were transferred to a 
maiden aunt of Mr. Perry’s, who lived 
in the house with them. Several days 
ago the father and mother of Mrs. Per- 
ry came on a visit to their daughter, 
and left her home on Tuesday morning; 
before leaving, Mrs. P. asked her father 
to let her go with her home. He replied 
toher to wait a week till her hus- 
band would have time’to come with her, 
when he could enjoy the compauy of 
both. During the day Mrs. P. went to 
the whiskey distillery of her husband, a 
short distance from the residence, and 
asked of the superintendent how 
to manipulate a small Smith and 
Wesson pistol that she exhibited. He 
did so, not thinking that she ccntem- 
plated any thing more than a little fun. 
At night she retired as usual, her 
husband discovering not the slightest 
change, in her manners or her usual 
good spirits, At daylight she arose, 
and walked in the garden, leaving her 
husband sleeping in bed. Her Aunt, 
who wasup atthe time, thought noth- 
ing strange of her getting up so soon, 
though unusual. <A pistol shet was 
heard by the lady inthe house, who 
attributed the noise to the bursting 
ofacider barrel hoop, as there were 
several in an adjoining house. After 
the lapse of about five minutes another 
shot was heard in the garden, which 
had the effect of startling the Aunt, who 
immediately went to sce the cause. 
On arriving at the garden house, the 
pistol was fired again, and entering she 
found her niece down on the _ floor, 
with the pistol still clutched in her 
fingers, and three shots in her throat. 
She never spoke and only lived a few 
moments. 

Mr. Perry was aroused, and hastening 
to the scene, saw his young bride gasp- 
ing in the last agonies of death. 

O Cause is assigned for this rash act, 
the general impression being that the 
lady was laboring under a temporary 
mental aberration, caused no doubt by 
excessive grief in pa:ting with her par- 
ents the day before. She was quite 
young, only 20 years of age, and during 
her short residence at Boon Hill, had 
endeared herself through the agency of 
her mild and gentle disposition to all 
and every one. The sad occurrence has 
cast a general gloom over the village, 
and the sympathies of ail are truly en- 
listed with the young heart-broken 
husband. 

A Coroner's Jury was being formed 
when our reporter left the place, a re 
port of which we will publish to-mor- 
row.

Griffice then sent word by 
Mack to his wite, to go to a Certain 
part of the garden and take up a bag 
that was buried. The officer being in- 
formed, went to the spot and found the 
bag as above stated.

Some days will elapse 
before this can be done, and it will be 
necessary to obtain official information 
as to the place and time of conviction.

Whiceley for pardon will be subsequent- 
ly eonsidered.

Gireeeley’s Speech at Portland. 
PortTLanD, August 15. 


The following is the address of Mr 
Greeley in the City Mall yesterday: 

Mr. Chairman, ladies 
tlemen: Tt is certainly true that 
throughout the course of my life, 
so far as I. have been conne- 
ted with public atuirs, 1 have struggled 
with such capacity as God has given 
me. For first: imparti«! and universal 
liberty; second, for the union and 
greatness of our common country, and 
third, and by no means least, when the 
former end was attained, for early and 
hearty reconciliation and peace among 
our countrymen. For these great ends I 
haye struggled and hope the issue of 


the third is not doabtiul. I thorough 
ly comprehend that no personal 
consideration has drawn this 


vast assembly together; otier vigh- 
er and grander considerations have 
collected you around) me_ to-day. 
It is part of the unwritten law of our 
country that a candidate for the Presi- 
dency may not make a speech in vindi- 
cation and commendation of the prin- 
ciples whereupon he is supported, or 
the measures which his election is in- 
tended to promote, though a candidate 
for Vice President is under no such 
inhibition. I not merely acquiesce in 
the restriction; [recognize and afiirm 
its propricty—the temptation to misin- 
terpret and misrepresent a candidate for 
the higher posts is so great, the means 
of circulating snch perversions among 
people who never see a word of their 
refutation, are so vast, that a candidate 
has no moral right to submit facts to 
the perils he must believe if not invite 
by taking part in the canvass, yet there 
isa truth to be uttered in behalf of 
those who have placed me before the 
American peeple in my present attitude 
which does them such honor that I 
claim the privilege of stating it here 
and now, this is that triumph that no 
no person has ever yet made thie fact 
known that he proposed to support or 
actively did support my nominations, 
whether at Cinciunati, at Baltimore or 
in any action which resulted in sending 
delegates to cither Convention, as the 
basis of a claim for office at my hands; 
no one who favored my nomination be 
fore either Convention or at either 
Convention has sought office at my 
hands either for himseif or any one else, 
nor has any one suggested to me that I 
might strengthen myself vs a candidate 
by promising to appoint any cne to 
important office. In a very few in- 
stances, less than a dozen I am certain, 
some of the smaller fry of politicians 
have since my double nomination 
hinted to me that I might increase my 
chances of election by promising a post 
oftice or some such place to my volun- 
teer corps .of correspondents respect- 
ively. 

I have not usually responded to these 
overtures, but 1 now give general no- 
tice, that should I be elected, I will 
consider the claims of these untimely 
aspirants, after these of the more mod- 
est and reticent shall have been fully 
satisticd. (Applause.) 

In two or three instances | have been 
asked to say whether I would or would 
not, if clected, confine my appointments 
to Republicans? I answer these by 
pointing to the piank in the Cincinnati 
platform, whereia ail who concur in the 
principles therein set forth are cordial- 
ly invited to participate in their estab- 
lishment and vindic.tion. 

I never yet hear.lof a man who 
invited his neighbors to help him raise 
a house and proceeded to kick them 
out it so soon as the roof was fairly over 
his head, for my own part I recognise 
every honest man who approves 
and adheres to the  Cin- 
cinnati platform, as my _ political 
brother, and as such fully entitled to 
my confidence and friendly regard. 

One other point demands a_ word. 
Those adverse to me ask what pledges 
I have given those lately hostile to the 
Union, to secure their favor and sup- 
port. I answer no man or woman in all 
the South ever asked of me directly or 
through another any other pledge than 
is given in all my acts and words, from 
the hour of Lee’s surrender down to this 
moment ; no Southern man ever hinted 
to mean expectation, hope or wish 
that the rebel Cebt, whether Confede - 
rate or State, shouldgbe assumed or paid 
by the Union, aud no Southern maa 
who could be elected toa Legislature, 
or made Colone! of a militia regiment 
even suggested the pensioning of all 
the rebel soldiers or any of them even 
as aremcte possibility.

We publish below an extract from a 
letter from Hon. Galusha A. Grow, of 
Pennsylvania, im@ which he favors 
Greeley.

Edi- 
ting the recognized organ of the old 
Whig party (in which he had been 
schooled from boyhood) he was among 
the first in advocating its abandonment 
and the formation of the Republican 
party, where he had to choose between 
duty to his convictions or fealty to par- 
ty organization. 

“For thirty years with each setting 
sun he boldly uttered his convictions 
onthe world’s public doings of the 
preceding twenty-four hours, whether 
political, social, moral, or religious, yet 
never pandering to the vices of follies 
of the times. During that whole 
period, crusader-like, he has ehampion- 
ed the universal manhood of the race, 
and the equal rights of all mankind, 

“No one living has devoted more 
brain work tothe cause of universal 
liberty, or the elevation of fallen and 
crushed humanity, and few, if any, have 
endured more of the jecrs ot gilded 
prejudice, or the scoffs of bigoted error. 
Yet to-day the leading ideas tor which 
he has struggled so long with unyield- 
ing tenacity are incorporated into our 
organic law and are stamped indelibly 
upon the pillars of the Republic. 

“Aod pow when a great political party 
through its regular organization selects 
such a man for its standard bearer, I 
hail it as the dawn of a brighter and 
better day. The Democrat who can lay 
aside his party prejudices of a life-time, 
and accept the foremost and ablest 
representative of the ideas of his former | 
political opponents, gives the best evi- 
dence he can farnish that he is ready to 
let the dead past bury its dead, and to 
act for the living present, 

“When the people of one section of 
the Union, despite the education of 
their entire section, rally around the 
standard of a man who for a third of a 
century they have been taught to hate 
as their deadliest foe, they give the best 
evidence that with them the arimosities 
of the past are buried forever. It not 
in this way, how then is the Union ever 
to be restored to peace and lasting re- 
conciliation ?” 

“A victerious party in a carnival of 
blood cannot in this age convert itself 
into a party of perpetual hates. When 
the vanvuisbed are ready to close the 
bloody chasm and bury forever the 
animosities engendered in the deadly 
striie, returning over the graves of their 
dead ones and through the bitter 
memuries of the past to grasp in frater- 
nal concord the hand of the victor, 
where is the patriotism that would repel 
the proftered offer ?”

The fact that it is merely a cam- 
paign card is too apparent, and no one 
will be deceived by it.

The struggle between the two parties 
in Pennsylvania is daily growing in in 
terest and the country is anxious to 
know the prospects of each. 

It is true that something depends on 
the issue of the contest in that State, 
yet we do not attach such importance 
to it as to imagine that the Presidential 
campaign will be decided by the vote 
on the State ticket.
